erately, maliciously, purposely, cut 
away from the regular street cross- 
ing and, like a cur and coward, walked 
leisurely across the path of the automo- 
bile, seemingly striving to deliberately 
get in the way; we grew disgusted and, 
at last, told the GENTLEMAN in 
charge of the machine just to graze cne 
of those Hyenas and if they wanted to 
carry it to the Courts we would stand 
pat until H—1 froze over. Injustice 
is one of the desnisable traits of a fair 
share of the low, vulgar type of so-called 
human beings. 


A Medium means a person standing 
between two spheres of action; able to 
receive, transmit and give forth from 
one sphere of aetivity or condition on 
through to another. Mediums may be 
of a high or a low order; the same 
process involves divers methods and 
modes; no one person сап be the sum 
total of all manifestation or the infinite

THE CONVENTION. 


Casino hall, at Eleventh and Broadway.

Hon. Е. B. Leach of Wamego, one of the 
best known bankers of the state, then made 
the following address: 

“Iam not in the habit of speaking in pub. 
lic, and, of course, can not be expected to 
say very much. There were two things men. 
tioned here that I feel very strongly, and one 
is that. having been in my younger life as 
sociated with the Methodists, and even meet. 
ing in their class meetings, I learned to talk 
quite ably, and to get up and say: ‘I feel 
that I am on the side of the Lord.' (Ар 
plause.) And another thing I feel very 
stronsly this afternoon is my ability to rise 
up and say these things this afternoon and 
be looked at. 

“Now, speaking of spiritualism. I suppose 
it would be fair to say that I am not what 
might be denominated as an old-minded spir. 
ualist. For a great many years, quite a 
number, at least twenty. we followed up the 
investigation of spiritualism by attending 
seances, when convenient, and reading books 
on the philosophy of spiritualism. I read the 
works of the best men in their lines. I didn't 
adopt any particular or special belief, but 
when anything was proved to me, no matter 
where it came from. I called it true, that is, 
if it appealed to me as such. 

“Well, after I had all I wanted of that kind 
of investigation, I settled back into the һе 
lief that there was such a thing, and it was 
for everyone. I went even farther than 
that; I believe that there is a life after death 
and that belief has not been shaken. 

*Dr. Carson has spoken to you of his vife 
thet he lived with so many years. I lived 
with my wife fourteen years, and she was 
certainly a wonderful person. She had a way 
of knowing things; was well read and in. 
formed, educated, well read in everything; 
could give thirtv-two concise sets of talks on 
Plato. She understood a great many things 
that I never could come to any conclusion as 
to how she knew them. She always had a 
store of knowledge ready. She was the sort 
of person that never forgot anything in 
her life; but she died, and after her death 
she never appeared to me any more than she 
appeared in life. She was there then, and 
always will be. I know she is alive yet, and 
I believe I will live after this. 

"Speaking as to ‘where are the dead, it 
came into my mind, this little matter. When 
we were traveling in Constantinople we saw 
a great many things. Ц is a great city. It 
is made up of eight different large cities, and 
when you get there thev are just as separate 
as can be. When you go from one city to 
another, you always pass a grave vard. 
There are a great many more in the grave 
yards than in this city of Constantinople. 
Scme of Constantinople is in Europe and a 
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part of it is in Asia, and there is a mass of 
people living miles and miles in every direc- 
tion, but there are so many more dead ones 
than living ones. Well, my belief is that 
none of them are dead. Their spirits are 
somewhere, and they are alive. 

"Speaking about the Temple of Light. I 
was very much interested in it from the 
time I heard of it. and I thought I would go 
and offer my services to the doctor to help 


ing. Mr. Settle told of how his paralysis 
and rheumatism had been banished, and ex- 
pressed deep gratitude for what had been 
done for him. Mr. Settle said that every one 
present should do all they could to assist in 
building the great Temple of Light.

Our own generation is far more tolerant. 
far less critical of the new idea. which over- 
turns our preconceived notions, than its pre- 
decessors, but we still find the same sort 
of opposition, the same ridicule, not less bit- 
ter and more closely confined to the igno-

rant and uncultured circles of society. The 
mass of the people are in a more receptive 
mood today than ever before. They are 
ready to hear the new message and willing 
to test it fairly in the crucible of reason or 
conscience. 

Wonderful progress has been made in the 
investigation of material things and an incal- 
culable amount has been added to the sum 
of human knowledge. In some directions 
the work has been pushed nearly to the limit 
of possibility, and scientists are generally 
agreed that a new method of attack is need- 
ed if we are to continue in our rapid pro- 
gress. 

The need of this new viewpoint explains 
to some extent the deep scientific interest 
in psychic law.

about to undertake, the building of the Tem- 
ple of Light.
